ORDER: 

The present complaint has been filed by Paramvir Singh 
Narang, a Human Right Activitist. It is alleged that Ashok Kumar, a resident 
of Village Ghamroj, Gurugram was picked up by the Gurugram Police. He 
was tortured and forced to confess the killing of Pradyuman Thakur in the 
infamous Ryan International School. 

Report from the Commissioner of Police, Gurugram was 
sought. As per the report of Dy. Commissioner of Police, Gurugram, a letter 
was received from the National Human Rights Commission in Case No.2842 
dated 26.6.2018 vide which the NHRC has asked for paying interim 
monetary relief to Ashok son of Amit Chand. The matter in this regard has 

been sent to the concerned authorities with the recommendation for 
granting compensation to said Ashok Kumar. 








Thus from the report of the Deputy Commissioner of Police, 
Gurugram, it is clear that the National Human Rights Commission, New 
Delhi is already ceased of the matter in which interim monetary relief has 
been granted to Ashok Kumar victim. In view of this fact, this Commission 
cannot proceed further with the matter in question and as such the same is 
disposed of accordingly. Copy of the order be sent to Ashok Kumar son of 
Amit Chand resident of Village Ghamroj, District Gurugram.
